ADMISSION REQUIREMENTS 

Shelton State Community College is an open admission institution. All students who have earned a high school diploma 
or GED are eligible for admission to courses creditable toward an associate degree. Non-high school graduates may 
qualify for admission to courses not creditable toward an associate degree by demonstrating an Ability-to-Benefit prior to 
enrollment. For more information on Ability-to-Benefit, call 205.391 .2662. Financial Aid cannot be used to pay for Ability- 
to-Benefit programs. All applicants are required to submit an application for admission which includes the student’s 
signature and in-person presentation of a valid photo identification (I.D.). In addition to an application for admission, 
students are required to supply the College with official transcripts. Required documents are based on the student’s 
admission status. 

• First-Time Freshmen - The student must submit either an official transcript from the high school including the 
graduation date, official signature, and diploma type OR official GED scores mailed from the testing institution. 

First-time Freshmen Application Deadline - Refer to the published academic calendar for the application deadline for 
first-time freshmen. 

• Transient - The student must submit a transient letter from the home institution stating the courses the student will 
be allowed to take. Transient letters must be submitted prior to registering for classes for each semester the student 
attends Shelton State. Transient students must provide documentation of satisfying pre-requisites prior to registration. 
Transient students are not eligible to receive financial aid. 

• Transfer - The student must have official transcripts mailed from each institution previously attended. No faxed copies 
will be accepted. Transfer students must provide official documentation of satisfying pre-requisites prior to registration. 

• College Graduate - The student must submit an official transcript from the institution from which the degree was 
awarded. 

First-time freshmen and transfer students may be conditionally admitted for one semester without the appropriate 
transcripts. However, students will not be allowed to register for courses without documentation of having met 
prerequisites or the appropriate COMPASS® score. Students must be prepared to provide documentation at the 
time of registration. Also, students who receive federal financial aid must have a complete admissions file. Alabama 
Occupational Diploma students, accelerated high school students, dually enrolled students, Ability-to-Benefit students, 
and non-accredited high school students may not be conditionally admitted and must register in the Office of Admissions 
& Records. Contact the Office of Admissions & Records (205.391 .221 4) for more information. 

ATTENTION 

• All official transcripts must be on file before a student can receive financial aid funds. 

• All new applicants must present a valid form of identification prior to acceptance for admission. Acceptable forms of I.D. 
are listed on the college Web site, www.sheltonstate.edu . 

• All transient students must submit a transient letter prior to registering for classes. Transient students are not eligible to 
receive financial aid. 

• Transient and dually enrolled high school students do not qualify for federal financial aid.

Complete an Application for Admission. For an admissions file to be complete, high school graduates must have the high 
school send an official copy of the transcript with the graduation date posted and diploma type indicated to the Office of 
Admissions & Records, Shelton State Community College, 9500 Old Greensboro Road, Box 1 90, Tuscaloosa, AL 35405. 
Students who have earned a GED must have the test center send an official copy of the GED scores to the Office of 
Admissions & Records. 

STEP 2 

Apply for financial aid at www.fafsa.aov if you wish to try to qualify for grant funding. Shelton State does not participate in 
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any student loan programs, but all students are encouraged to complete a FAFSA to see if they qualify for grant funds.

STEP 3 

Students should make an appointment to take the COMPASS placement assessment in the Advising Center or call 
205.391 .2242 or 205.391 .2232. 

STEP 4 

Students who have official ACT/SAT score reports on file with the Assessment Director and who have graduated 
within the last three years may be exempt from the placement assessment. The following ACT/SAT scores determine 
mathematics or English placement. If a student wishes a higher mathematics placement, the student must take the 
appropriate portion of the COMPASS assessment.

To be assigned a S.T.A.R.T. Up Day, a student 
should have completed the COMPASS. In the case of an ACT/SAT exemption, a student should contact the Director of 
Assessment in the Advising Center (205.391 .2231 or mkev@sheltonstate.edu) as early as possible. You may e-mail 
questions regarding your ACT/SAT scores to testing@sheltonstate.edu . 

• Students must make an appointment to take the COMPASS. Appointments can be made by calling 205.391 .2242 or 
205.391 .2232. The COMPASS is given at various times, and space is limited for each session. Students should plan to 
arrive 10 minutes before the scheduled time. 

• An application for admission should be on file 48 hours prior to the scheduled assessment time. 

• There is no charge for the initial COMPASS assessment. All materials for taking the COMPASS will be provided. 

There will be a charge for retests. 




• Students must present an official, unexpired, picture I.D. at the COMPASS session. 

• ACT approved calculators are allowed on the mathematics portion of the COMPASS. (Check www.act.org or with 
the assessment staff.) 

• Scores will be provided at the completion of COMPASS.

DEGREEWORKS 

DegreeWorks is the Degree Audit System for Shelton State Community College. DegreeWorks assists in the advising 
process and greatly simplifies the preparation of student graduation audits. The DegreeWorks audit is an advising 
report that shows a student’s progress toward their degree. After logging on, students may request a degree audit report 
through the SSB, student services menu, under Degree Audit, for the degree program(s) in which they are enrolled, or 
for degree programs in which they are interested. DegreeWorks takes the guesswork out of selection courses for future 
enrollment.

WEB REGISTRATION 

Web registration is offered to current, returning, transfer, and transient students. Accelerated high school students, 
dually enrolled high school students, Ability-to-Benefit students, and auditing students must come to the Office of 
Admissions & Records to register. All first-time freshmen must attend a S.T.A.R.T. Up session. Contact the Advising 
Center, 205.391 .2232, to make an appointment. Transient and transfer students must have an application for admission 
on file 48 hours prior to registering. To register online, students must have a user I.D. number and password. Students 
who do not remember the password should click on FORGOT PASSWORD?, and you will be asked one of your security 
questions. Answer and SUBMIT ANSWER, and you will be directed to reset your password. 

CURRENT STUDENTS 

Current students may register online during the advertised registration periods. Advisors are available every day, or 
students may make an appointment at any time by calling 205.391 .2242 or 205.391 .2232. 

INCOMING FRESHMEN 

All incoming freshmen must complete the application process. Students who have official ACT/SAT score reports on file 
with the Assessment Director and who have graduated within the last three years may be exempt from the placement 
assessment. Otherwise, schedule a date and time to take the COMPASS placement assessment. Call 205.391 .2242 
or 205.391 .2232 to make an appointment. Once the COMPASS assessment has been completed, new students must 
attend a S.T.A.R.T. Up orientation and registration day. Students will be advised and registered this day. Application and 
testing deadlines for first-time freshman are published in the College’s Academic Calendar. 
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TRANSFER STUDENTS 

Transfer students must complete the application process and provide evidence of meeting required pre-requisites prior 
to registering. Unofficial transcripts or current class schedules may be e-mailed to transfer@sheltonstate.edu to serve 
as temporary evidence of satisfying required pre-requisites. You will also need to let us know what classes you plan 
to take so that we can post pre-requisite approval for you to register for them. Transfer students must request that an 
official transcript from each college previously attended be mailed to Shelton State. Applicants who have completed a 
baccalaureate degree or higher and who do not plan to pursue a degree at Shelton State are only required to submit 
an official transcript from the institution granting the highest degree. OFFICIAL TRANSCRIPTS ARE ACCEPTED 
DIRECTLY FROM INSTITUTIONS, NOT FROM STUDENTS. 

TRANSIENT STUDENTS 

Transient students must complete the application process, submit a transient letter from the home school, and provide 
evidence of meeting required pre-requisites prior to registering. You will only be given pre-requisite approval for classes 
listed on the letter. If you choose to take additional classes, you will need to provide a new letter. The College will 
accept official or unofficial transcripts. Transient letters and transcripts may be e-mailed to transient@sheltonstate.edu . 
Transient students are not eligible for grant funding. 

FORMER STUDENTS WHO HAVE NOT ATTENDED WITHIN ONE YEAR 

Students who have not attended Shelton State within one year must resubmit an application for admission. Students 
should select the READMISSION application type. Students will be required to submit any transcripts from colleges 
they have attended since last attending Shelton and a new signature page. 

HOW TO REGISTER FOR CLASSES

• Type your User ID and PIN, and click the Login button. 

• USER ID: S number, 9 digits beginning with an S. Example, SI 2345678. IMPORTANT: The “S” must be capitalized. 

• When logging in for the first time, your PIN will be your 6 digit date of birth (MMDDYY). It must be changed by the 
user when logging in for the first time. The message tells you that your PIN has expired. Re-enter your DOB (Old 
PIN) and create a new PIN. It can be any combination of letters and numbers. 

• You will also be prompted to create a security question which will be used if you forget your PIN at a later date. 

• If you have logged in previously and changed your PIN but cannot remember it, click on Forgot PIN? 

• Click on the Student tab. 

• Click on Registration. 

• Click on Look up classes. 

• Select the appropriate term. Click Submit. 

• To search for classes: 

• Select Subject and click on Course Search. 

• Click Advanced Search for more search criteria. 

• To register for a class, select the check box in front of the CRN (Course Reference Number), and click Register at 

the bottom of the screen. 

• C in front of the CRN identifies a closed class. 

• If you know the CRN of the class for which you want to register, you may add them in the Add Classes Worksheet 
area and click Submit Changes. 

• Classes can be dropped from this page by clicking on the drop down menu under Action field. Select Drop Class via 
Web from the drop down to drop class. This screen will assist with any registration errors. The red circle with an X will 
inform you that you have encountered a registration error, and you will need to search for a new class or get the 
appropriate registration overrides. 

• Once the drop/add period has ended, students will have the option to withdraw from a single class using Web 

Withdrawn Course. 



• Students must come to the Office of Admissions and Records to totally withdraw from all classes.

LATE REGISTRATION 

Late registration runs concurrently with Drop/Add. Any student who registers during this period and is not currently 
enrolled will be assessed a $25 late fee. Late registration is only available for returning, transfer, transient students, 
and college graduates. High School Dual Enrollment and first-time freshmen must register prior to the late registration 
period. 


OTHER IMPORTANT INFORMATION • MARTIN AND C.A. FREDD CAMPUSES 

Shelton State Community College offers classes on two campuses: the Martin Campus and the C.A. Fredd Campus. 
These campuses are approximately seven miles apart. The campus location where the class meets is noted on the 
schedule as “Martin,” “Mart,” “C.A. Fredd,” or “Fredd.” Students should schedule classes to allow plenty of time to drive, 
park, and arrive on time. Students should not register for a class that meets immediately after a class on the other 
campus. For example, if the student’s first class meets from 8:00 until 10:00 a.m. on the Fredd Campus, the student 
should not register for a class that begins at 10:15 a.m. on the Martin Campus. For directions to the campuses, see the 
Web site or the back cover of the printed schedule. 


GRADES 

To obtain grades, visit www.sheltonstate.edu and log in to your MyShelton account. Students must enter the User I.D. 
and PIN for access. Students who forget the PIN may use the Forgot PIN option. Otherwise, students must present 
a picture I.D. in the Office of Admissions & Records to obtain or change PINs. PINs will not be released over the 
telephone or sent by email. Grades are not mailed. It is the student’s responsibility to check grades at the end of each 
semester. 


TRANSFER OF COURSES 

College advisors are available to help students complete class schedules. However, it is the responsibility of the student 
to satisfy all course prerequisites and to determine whether a course will be accepted at another institution. Students 
who plan to transfer to a public four-year institution in the state of Alabama should visit www.sheltonstate.edu and 
select the STARS link. The Statewide Transfer & Articulation Reporting System (STARS) is a Web-accessible database 
system that provides guidance and direction for prospective students who transfer to public institutions within the state 
of Alabama. The STARS System allows students in Alabama to obtain a Transfer Guide/Agreement for the major at the 
selected public four-year institution. Print and keep this guide. If used correctly, it guides the student through the first 
two years of coursework and prevents loss of credit hours upon transfer to the appropriate public four-year institution in 
Alabama. 

PREREQUISITES 

Before a student enrolls in a class, all prerequisites must be satisfied. If a student enrolls in a class for which the 
prerequisites are not fulfilled, the student may not receive credit for that class and may be administratively withdrawn. 

CLASS CANCELLATIONS/ROOM CHANGES 

Occasionally it is necessary that the College cancel a class or change a room. Students are required to verify class 
schedules with room numbers within the online student account. Notifications of class cancellations will be e-mailed 
to each student at the email address assigned to the student by the College. Students affected by class cancellations 
should immediately register for other classes or come to the Martin or C.A. Fredd Campus for assistance. 
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WITHDRAWAL POLICY 

Once classes begin for the respective term, students who wish to withdraw from a class or totally withdraw from school 
must officially withdraw on or before the date designated as the last day to withdraw for the semester. The last day to 
withdraw from any class is defined in the College’s Academic Calendar. There will be NO withdrawals after this date. The 
student will receive a grade of “W” regardless of the student’s average at the time of the withdrawal if the class does not 
qualify for a full refund when dropped; the grade of “W” will be recorded on the student’s permanent record. Students 
who remain in the class after the last day to withdraw will receive the grade earned for the class. Withdrawal through 
myShelton is available until midnight of the designated last day for withdrawals, and withdrawal in person is available 
in the Office of Admissions and Records until the close of business of the designated last day for withdrawals. No 
withdrawals will be taken over the telephone or by email. Failure to attend class does not constitute official withdrawal. 

If you are a Pell recipient or receive veteran’s benefits, it is important to speak with a representative from the Office of 
Financial Aid before you withdraw from classes. Your grant award can be reduced or cancelled if you do not complete 
your classes successfully. Students are unable to totally withdraw online and are required to meet with an advisor/ 
navigator prior to totally withdrawing from Shelton State. 

WITHDRAWAL PROCESS 

Students who wish to withdraw completely from Shelton State should follow these steps: 

Students who have no financial aid* 

1 . Student meets with an advisor/navigator, and they review the student’s transcript and schedule. 

2. The advisor/navigator notes if the student is receiving any type of financial assistance. 

3. The advisor/navigator conducts an Exit Interview, notes the student’s reason(s) for withdrawing, and discusses 
alternatives and/or future educational plans. 

4. The advisor/navigator records if follow-up contact or re-recruitment is needed and shares that information with the 
Office of Recruiting. 

5. The advisor/navigator and the student sign the Intent to Withdraw form, which the student then takes to the Office of 
Admissions and Records for formal withdrawal. 




Students who have financial aid (Pell Grant, VA, etc.)* 

1 . Student meets with an advisor/navigator, and they review the student’s transcript and schedule. 

2. The advisor/navigator notes if the student is receiving any type of financial assistance. 

3. The advisor/navigator conducts an Exit Interview, notes the student’s reason(s) for withdrawing, and discusses 
alternatives and/or future educational plans. 

4. The advisor/navigator records if follow-up contact or re-recruitment is needed and shares that information with the 
Office of Recruiting. 

5. The advisor/navigator and the student sign the Intent to Withdraw form, and the student is instructed to go to the 
Office of Financial Aid to meet with a financial aid representative. 

6. The financial aid representative explains the financial aid implications of the decision to withdraw and signs the Intent 
to Withdraw form. 

7. Additionally, the student signs a letter stating that he/she understands the financial and educational implications of 
withdrawing from the College. 

8. The student goes to the Office of Admissions and Records and presents the signed Intent to Withdraw Form and the 
FA letter and is withdrawn by a member of the Admissions and Records staff. 

9. The student receives a copy of the completed Intent to Withdraw form. 

*Note: If the student does not have an assigned advisor/navigator and wishes to withdraw at the C.A. Fredd campus, 
the advisor/navigator who meets with the student follows all steps associated with the withdrawal process as described 
above but instead of sending the student to withdraw in the Office of Admissions and Records, collects the Intent to 
Withdraw form and transports it to the Office of Admissions and Records on the Martin campus. The withdrawal date 
indicated by the advisor/navigator on the Intent to Withdraw form is used as the withdrawal date. The financial aid 
representative on the C.A. Fredd campus will follow the same procedures as outlined above for each student who 
withdraws. 



TUITION AND FEES 

Tuition: Residents of the State of Alabama - Fall 2013 

The cost to resident or in-state students is $130.00 per credit hour ($111 tuition, $9 maintenance fee, $9 technology fee, 
and $1 bond surety fee). Therefore, a three hour class costs $390.00. 

Tuition: Non-Residents of the State of Alabama - Fall 2013 

The cost to non-resident or out-of-state students is $241 .00 per credit hour ($222.00 tuition, $9 maintenance fee, $9 
technology fee, and $1 bond surety fee). Therefore, a three hour class costs $723.00. 

To challenge out-of-state residency status, students should appeal to the Office of Admissions & Records before the 
last day of the Drop/Add and Late Registration Period of a given semester to be eligible for in-state tuition.

Some programs and/or classes require additional fees. 

Tuition and fees are subject to change. ALL STUDENTS ARE REQUIRED TO PAY TUITION AND FEES ON OR PRIOR 
TO TFIE PAYMENT DUE DATES LISTED IN TFIE SCFIEDULE. Sponsored students are an exception to this policy. 
Sponsored students include those students whose expenses are paid by agencies such as Vocational Rehabilitation 
Services, Alabama G.l. and Dependents Educational Benefits Act (excluding veterans who receive benefits only from 
Federal Veterans Administration), and eligible Pell Grant recipients. These students must have written authorization 
from the sponsoring agency on file in the Office of Business Services prior to registration in order to register without 
paying. FEES MUST BE PAID IN FULL BEFORE REGISTRATION IS CONSIDERED COMPLETE. Students who pay 
tuition using Prepaid Affordable College Tuition Program (PACT), Vocational Rehabilitation Services, VISA, MasterCard, 
Discover, American Express, or any third party entity are responsible for verification that payment has been received 
by the Cashier’s Office. SHELTON STATE DOES NOT GIVE CASH REFUNDS. Refund checks are mailed from the 
Office of Business Services. Students who request refunds for complete withdrawals on or after the first scheduled day 
listed on the college calendar for that term will be charged a 5% administrative fee. No cash refunds will be given; cash 
payments will be refunded by a check from the college mailed to the address on the student’s account. All credit or debit 
card payments will be refunded to the original card that was charged. Please call the Cashier’s Office, 205.391 .2335 
or 205.391 .231 5, to process your credit or debit card refund. All check payments will be refunded by a check from the 
college mailed to the address on the student’s account. Students may call or come to the Cashier’s Office to request 
refunds.

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REFUND SCHEDULE AND POLICY 

All terms within the semester, full term, first split term, and second split term, are treated independently for refund 
purposes. The first day of classes is defined as the first day of class for the particular term. Students will receive a 
100% refund for classes dropped during any Drop/Add period if a class or classes remain for the same term. After the 
respective Drop/ Add period, no refund will be given except for total withdrawal. A student who officially withdraws from 
any or all classes before the official first day of class for the respective term will be refunded the total tuition and other 
institutional charges. 

DROPPING CLASSES 

Students will receive a 100% refund for classes dropped during the Drop/ Add period if they still have a class or classes 
remaining for the same term. After the Drop/ Add period no refund will be given except for total withdrawal. 

DROP /ADD DATES 

• Full term: August 21-22, 2013 • First split: August 21-22, 2013 • Second split: October 15-16, 2013 

DROP /ADD PERIODS 

During the defined Drop/ Add Periods, students will receive a 100% refund on dropped classes as long as other classes 
for the semester/term remain on the student’s schedule. Once the Drop/ Add Period has ended, partial refunds will only be 
granted for a complete withdrawal of all semester/term classes. The amount of refund is defined in the following chart.

In order for refunds to be processed, students must go through the Admissions 
Office to complete a drop slip. The student then must go to the Cashier’s Office and complete a refund request.

DEFINITIONS 

FEDERAL GRANT RECIPIENT - A student who receives one or more of the following: Federal Pell Grant, Federal 
Supplemental Educational Opportunity Grant (FSEOG), or Alabama Student Assistance Program (ASAP and ASAP 
Knight) is defined as a Federal Grant Recipient. 

COMPLETE WITHDRAWAL - The Return of Title IV funds will be calculated based on an applicant’s failure to 
complete at least 60 percent of the term. The calculation will be based on the last official or unofficial date of withdrawal 
from all classes. 

SIXTY PERCENT (60%) OF ENROLLMENT PERIOD - Students who withdraw from school on or before these dates 
will owe a repayment. Students who withdraw after these dates may not owe a repayment. 

REPAYMENT - The amount of repayment will be based upon a formula prescribed by law that considers the date 
of withdrawal and the amount of federal aid (excluding work study) received. Students who fail to repay the U.S. 
Department of Education will not be eligible to receive Federal Aid at Shelton State Community College or any other 
institution. 

FINANCIAL AID CREDIT HOURS - All technical courses not associated with a degree plan (the program does not 
offer a degree) are subject to a clock hour conversion. This means that the credit hours may not be counted fully for 
financial aid purposes only. All information regarding a student’s federal financial aid award (i.e., adjustments, courses 
in program, attendance, and disbursement dates of refunds) will be communicated to the student via email. To activate 
Bucs Mail visit www.sheltonstate.edu. 
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STEPS TO FINANCIAL AID 



I. Apply for Federal Financial Aid by going to www.fafsa.gov (free application): 

A. Apply for your PIN Number and complete the application online before the priority deadline. 

1 . The PIN is your electronic signature for the FAFSA. Parents of dependent students must have their own PIN. 

2. Shelton State Community College’s School Code is 005691 . 

3. For fast processing, students should use the IRS data retrieval process and sign the application online. 

II. Complete Verification Process (if selected): 

A. Applicants selected for verification must provide requested documentation within 1 5 days of the request. 

1 . Verification forms are available at http://www.sheltonstate.edu/financial aid/financial aid forms. aspx 

2. Failure to provide all requested documents will delay your award offer and financial aid payments. 

III. Satisfy Documents, Review, and Accept Award Offers: 

A. All student notifications are made by mail and email. When notified, you must review and satisfy documents online: 

1 . Login to myShelton using your SSCC ID (ex. S00000000) and pin number (six digit date-of-birth). 

2. Select Fin Aid Tab (tab only shows on the screens of students whose financial aid information has been 
accepted). 

3. Select Fin Aid Status, enter aid year, submit (will display message and hyperlink to student requirements). 

Note: Hyperlinks appear underlined in blue print . 

4. Display will show Unsatisfied and Satisfied Student Requirements. 

5. For any Unsatisfied Requirements ( other than Authorization of Payment and Terms & Conditions), follow the 
instructions or hyperlinks. 

6. For Authorization of Payment and Terms & Conditions complete the following steps: 

a) Back arrow to return to Fin Aid. 

b) Select the Award Block. 

c) Select Award for Aid Year. 

d) Select Resources and Additional Information Tab to read. 

e) Select response from drop box to Satisfy Authorization Payment with Federal Funds (a message will 
display stating that the information has been submitted to the Student Financial Services Office but has not 
been reviewed). 

f) Submit the information. 

g) Select the Terms and Conditions tab to ACCEPT Terms and Conditions. 

IV. Apply Aid to your Student Account: 

A. Register for courses each semester during regular registration. 

B. Get books during the book charge period at the beginning of each term. 

C. Attend every class and/or complete all required online course assignments throughout the semester. 

1 . During the first week of the semester, aid is authorized to student accounts. Once attendance is verified, your 
funds will be disbursed onto your account to pay tuition and fees (if approved). Authorized aid will retain your 
course schedule and allow you to charge in the bookstore if you have available funds. 

V. Get Books for Class: 

A. You may charge books to your financial aid account prior to the first day of class. Dates are posted before each 
semester. You are responsible for any book charges greater than your final financial aid award. 

VI. Class Attendance: 

A. Financial aid disbursements require documented attendance from each course instructor. 

1 . Be sure to review the course syllabus and complete attendance and/or participation requirements for each 
course during the first week of the semester to ensure timely aid disbursements. 

2. Financial aid awards may be reduced for non-attendance during the first week of class. 

VII. Get your Refund: 

A. Refund checks will be mailed 14 days after financial aid funding is disbursed to your account. 

B. It is your responsibility to attend class and communicate with your instructor if you have complications.

Withdrawals 

A. Each course not successfully completed will negatively impact your completion rate and/or GPA which can 
potentially limit your future financial aid funding. 

1 . If you withdraw or stop attending school before the 60% point of the semester, you will owe a portion of your 
award back to the Department of Education or Shelton State. 



MODES OF INSTRUCTION 


To better meet the needs of our growing and diverse student population, Shelton State Community College has 
expanded our class offerings to incorporate different modes of instruction. By selecting classes based on the mode of 
instruction, students can choose a learning environment that will best meet their needs. Modes are located to the left of 
the course description in the schedule. The key below explains each mode of instruction. 

CBI - Computer-Based Instruction This is a class with an instructor scheduled at a specific time in a computer 
classroom on campus. Instruction and assessment are delivered using a computer. Students are required to attend 
class on campus. 

CAI - Computer-Assisted Instruction This is a class with an instructor scheduled at a specific time and location in a 
computer classroom on campus. Instruction and assessment are delivered with a combination of instructor lectures and 
computerized assessments. Students are required to attend class on campus. 

B - Blended This is a class with an instructor requiring students to attend a designated number of classes on campus 
and to complete activities and coursework online. Access to a computer with high speed internet capabilities is required. 
O - Online This class meets entirely online. Students are not required to come to campus. Students are required 
to take exams on campus or in an approved, proctored environment. Access to a computer with high speed internet 
capabilities is required. 

Where a mode of instruction is not listed, the class is a traditional face-to-face class with an instructor scheduled at a 
specific time and location. Students are required to attend class on campus or at a specified location. The instructor 
may utilize online tools to enhance the teaching and learning process.
